Aron, 32 years old, was ar- 
rested yesterday in a raid on 
his Imperial Industries, 6700 
Page boulevard, Pagedale, 
where authorities said they 
found 1400 cartons of illegally 
stamped cigarettes and 10 dies. 
In his home at 7854 Utica ave- 
nue, Hanley Hills, they confis- 
cated a stamping machine and 
meter and another die, they 
said. 

Aron was released on a $3500 
bond after he was booked sus- 
pected of possessing illegally 
taxed cigarettes, using a counter-

feit meter impression (dies), 
possessing an unauthorized me- 
ter and resisting arrest. The 
bond is returnable next Tues- 
day in the court of Magistrate A. 
‘Bertram Elam at Clayton, 
His Possible Profits. 
Authorities said Aron stood to 
make a profit of $700 on the 
1400 cartons of allegedly illegally 
stamped packages of cigarettes. 
With the equipment found in his 
possession, they added, his possi- 


ble profits were much larger. 
The “combined city and state 
taxes on a package of cigarettes 
are 5 cents. ; 

Arrested with Aron was his 
father, Simon Aron, 7170 Willow 
Tree drive, University City, The 
elder Aron was released because 
he was only a salesman for the 
firm. The resisting arrest charge, 
however, resulted when the Arons 
tried to hold the door to prevent 
authorities from entering, police 
said. 

Information that someone in 
the St. Louis area had ordered 
dies to make tax stamps resem- 
bling those of the city and state 
went to the State Internal 
Revenue Department at Jeffer- 
son City from Denver authorities, 
it was learned. 

A die manufacturer there in- 
formed Denver police of the. 
order for dies. The police, know- 
ing Missouri had a tax on Cig- 
arettes, informed Milton Carpen- 
ter, State Director of Revenue. 


Assignment to Case. 


R. B. Browning, supervisor of 
cigarette tax collection for the 
department, took the informa- 
tion to St. Louis police and Capt. 
Thomas Moran was assigned to 
the case. 

Gov. James T. Blair learned of 
the plan through Carpenter and 
offered to assist in any way he 
could. He informed Gov. Stephen 
L. R. McNichois of Colorado and 
obtained his assurance of co- 
operation. 

Aron allegedly was in Denver 
last Dec. 7 to pick up an order 
of dies. While there, officers 
said, he presumably ordered 
more to be picked up Dec. 16. 

When informed of this, St. 
Louis police asked Denver police 
to investigate. Denver authori- 
ties on Dec. 16 obtained a photo- 
graph of Aron entering the die- 
making place. 

The picture was sent to St. 
Louis police, who immediately 
recognized Aron, they said. Capt. 
Moran said the intelligence unit 
of the department “makes it a

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FOR FIVE MAJOR 
PARK PROJECTS 


Citizens Bond Issue 


Supervisory Group 
Allocates Money for 
Sites. 


Funds for acquisition of land 
for five major park projects out- 
lined in the 1955 civic improve- 
ment bond issue were provided 
yesterday by the Citizens Bond 
Issue Supervisory Committee. 

The committee, which approved 
projects totaling $11,552,000 for 
the next fiscal year, included 
$1,525,000 for acquiring the park 
and playfield sites. 

The proposed acquisitions are 
for the new Murphy playground 
in the vicinity of Eighteenth 
street and Cass avenue; enlarge- 
ment of the Tandy piayground 
area at Goode and Pendleton 
avenues; a new community cen- 
ter’ and playfield site near 
Twelfth street and Park avenue; 
a new park near Garrison and 
Brantner avenues; and a play- 
field addition to a new com- 
munity center near Nineteenth 
and Cole streets. 


New Workhouse. 


Next year’s projects probably 
will include construction of a 
new City Workhouse, the com- 
mittee having approved an addi- 
tional $750,000 for this work. 
Construction has been held up 
pending selection of a site. 

Three sites are currently being 
considered by city officials, with 
final selection expected soon. 
The total cost of the Workhouse 
is expected to be near the $3,- 
000,000 which was authorized in 
the $110,690,000- bond issue of 
1955. 

The sites under consideration 
all are on the north riverfront 
area, lying between the Missis- 
sippi river and the Hall street 
truck route. They include the 
old Ross Airport site, another 
area north of that, and unused 
land belonging to the city Water 
Division north of its Baden 
pumping station. 

The latter area has found most 
favor with city officials and test 
borings of subsoil formations are 
being made to determine 
whether the site is suitable to 
support the massive building. 

Yesterday’s approvals by the 
committee included $650,000 for 
viaducts, for the city’s street 
and expressway program. Two 
of these viaducts will form links 
in the Forest Park-Rock’ Island 
Expressway construction and the 
other will remove a dangerous

St. Louis will be unable to 
establish a comprehensive pro- 
gram of care for chronically ill 
persons until salaries of key per- 
sonnel ..needed for the project 
are increased, a Health and Wel- 
fare Council committee said in 
_a report to Mayor Raymond R. 
| Tucker today. 


The committee, headed by Dr. 
James Colbert Jr., dean of the 
'St. Louis University School of 
| Medicine, said a qualified medi- 
cal administrator should be hired 
'to direct the over-all program, 
including construction of a pro- 
posed nursing home facility. 


The Board of Aldermen now 
has under consideration a bill 
to submit to the voters a pro- 
posal to raise the present $10,- 
000-a-year ceiling on municipal 
salaries. A date for the vote has 
not been set. 


The study group urged that the 
city build a “residential and 
therapeutic community”’ for the 
chronically ill, instead of the 
classical nursing home type of 
structure. The community would 
provide ‘‘a protected social 
environment with attractive, 
humane living units,’’ the report 
said, 


The 1955 bond issue provided 
$4,000,000 for construction of a 
nursing home. 


In other recommendations, the 
committee said the medical ad- 
ministrator should be responsible 
for both the hospital and com- 
munity aspects of management, 
that City Hospital and Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital should estab- 
lish units for chronic patients 
requiring active supervision, and 
that a rehabilitation unit should 
be established immediately at 
City Hospital. 

Transfer of chronically ill per- 
sons to Koch Hospital, which 
began last August, should be 
encouraged, with the understand- 
ing that more employes will be 
needed to care for them, the 
report said. 

The committee said the new 
nursing home community should 
be located on the grounds of the 
St. Louis Chronic Hospital. 

If St. Louisans fail to lift the 
salary ceiling, the committee 
stated, “they will be committing 
their city to a program of more 
and more institutionalization, at 
a cost to the taxpayers which

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington (Dem.), 
Missouri, today charged ‘‘this 
administration with using intel- 


ligence information in such a 
manner that the American peo- 
ple have been given an inaccu- 
rate picture of what is necessary 
for our national defense.” 


“Intelligence books have been 
juggled so the budget books may 
be balanced,” he asserted in a 
statement read in the Senate. 


The Senator told reporters 
this morning that the gap be- 
tween United States missile pro- 
duction and that of the Soviet 
Union was more than three to 
one, in spite of the new figures. 
And the new figures, he assert- 
ed, have been downgraded as 
much as 50 per cent. 


On this basis, the ‘missile 
gap” is more than six to one 
rather than the three-to-one fig- 
ure given last year by former 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. 
McElroy. 


secretary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates Jr., told the House sub- 
committee on defense appropria- 
tions Jan. 13 that ‘“‘the Russians 
may enjoy at times a moderate 
numerical superiority during the 
next three years.” 


Symington pointed out that | 
Gates, in discussing the ‘‘deter- 
rent gap,”’ which Gates said did 
not exist, had used United States 
I.C.B.M.s, I.R.B.M.s and Polaris 
missiles, but had not included 
the Soviet intermediate range 
missiles and submarine-launched 
missiles in his comparison. Had 
these been included, the Senator 
asserted, the numbers of Soviet 
missiles in these categories 
would have been much greater 
than those of the United States. 

Impeachment Query. 

Asked whether, in view of the 
serious charge against the Pres- 
ident of endangering the national 
security and misleading the 
American people, the President 
should not be impeached, Sym- 
ington said that such action was 
inconceivable. 


He was, he declared, posing 
the issue in order to obtain the 
facts for the American people. 
Only if the people know the 
facts, can proper decisions be 
made in a democracy, he said. 

Symington decried the practice 
of talking about weapons such as 
Polaris, Titan and Minuteman 
in such a fashion as to imply 
they were in existence. He 
pointed out:that a Polaris mis- 
sile never has been fired in 
operational configuration. 

The Polaris, Titan and Minute- 
man still are in the development 
stage, he declared. As for the 
claims that Atlas is operational, 
he noted that there are only 
three Atlas missiles on launch- 
ing pads at a missile training 
base in southern California. 

Briefing by CIA. 

Symington said that he had 
been briefed on Soviet missile 
capability by the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency in July 1958. 
‘Based on all the facts available 
to me, however,” he said, ‘I 
considered that the director had 
underrated the Soviet missile de- 
velopment.”’ 


In August 1958 he requested 
an appointment with the Presi- 
dent “in order to present to him 
my apprehension about the 
planned missile gap.” 

The White House later wrote 
to him, he continued, and asked 
him to present his analysis to 
the Secretary of Defense and to 
Allen W. Dulles, CIA director. 
Follow up conferences were 
held, he said, but the estimates 
presented by Dulles were not 
changed. 

He said that he believed that 
McElroy’s estimate of a three- 
to-one gap “greatly understated 
the case, but hoped that ad- 
mission of such a gap would

Named in U.S. Anti-Trust Action 


Miltown and Equanil Producers Accused 


of Conspiracy to Monopolize 
Trade.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Car- 
ter Products, Inc., and American 
Home Products Corp. have been 
charged with unlawful conspir- 
acy to monopolize trade in ‘‘mild 
tranquilizers,” it was announced 
today by Attorney General Wil- 
liam P. Rogers. 

A civil anti-trust action was 
filed in United States District 
Court at New York, he said. 

Carter Products owns the pat- 
ent on meprobamate, which it 
markets under the trade name 
of Miltown. It licensed Ameri- 
can Home Products to market 
the same drug under the name 
Equanil. American Home Prod- 
ucts pays a 5 per cent royalty 
to Carter Products. 

It was alleged that the two 
companies agreed to exclude all 
others from manufacturer and 
sale of the pills in which mepro- 
bamate is the sole active in- 
gredient; agreed to fix prices for 


the sale of Miltown and Equanil 


and agreed, when meprobamate 
is used in combination with other 
drugs, to determine who can 
make and sell the produce. 


The district court was asked to 
issue an order “to establish free 
and unfettered competition in the 
sale of all drugs in which 
meprobamate is used as an in- 
gredient.”’ 

It was explained that such an 
order would require that Carter 
make the meprobamate patent 
available without charge to any- 
one wanting to use it or to set 
up a licensing system with ‘‘rea- 
sonable royalties.” 

The announcement came as 
the story of fantastic profits 
from manufacture of the tran- 
quilizer continued to unfold be- 
fore the Senate Antitrust and 
Monopoly subcommittee, with 
H. H. Hoyt, Carter Products 
president in the witness chair 
for the second day.

The French settlers, outnum- 
bered nearly 10 to 1 by Moslems, 
have vowed to die rather than 
see this happen. The Army which 
has fought five years to crush 
the Moslem rebellion is sympa- 
thetic to the settlers. 

It is ironical that the same 
settlers and army which brought 
De Gaulle back to power in May, 
1958, now threaten the existence 
of his government. 

Time is running out on De 
Gaulle. In seven weeks he is 
due to play host to Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev who ar- 
rives March 15 on a two week 
official visit. On May 17 is the 
summit conference. 

De Gaulle has had the support 
of the French people and press 
in the Algerian crisis but the 
army is emerging as the key fac- 
tor, a major political power. 

Tension in Cabinet. 

The reported refusal of the 
army to fire on the rebel French 
settlers in Algiers brought sharp 
tension within the De Gaulle 
cabinet. 

Despite denials, the reports 
said Debre, Minister of State 
Jacques Soustelle, Minister of 
the Armies Pierre Guillaumat, 
Veterans Minister Edmond Tri- 
boullet, Information Minister 
Robert Frey and Minister of 
Public Works Robert Buron were 
ready to resign. 

Interior Minister Pierre Chate- 
net was reported to be “‘hesitat- 
ing” on the question. 

Debre was reported to have 


returned sad and discouraged 
from his flying six-hour visit to 
Algiers yesterday. ‘Top ariny 


commanders allegedly told him 
they would refuse to order an 
all-out assault against the en- 
trenched insurgents. 

An urgent appeal Debre made 
to the insurgents in a nation- 
wide broadcast from Paris was 
rejected by their leaders in Al- 
giers. The appeal noted that 
the government would not 
swerve from its pledge of self- 
determination for Algeria. 

The rebels said they would not 
lay down their arms unless De 
Gaulle gives up the plebiscite 
idea and makes Algeria an in- 
tegral part of France. The motto 
of the rebellion was ‘Algerie 
Francaise’’—Algeria is French— 
the motto of the 1958 uprising. 

Reports circulated in the capi- 
tal that De Gaulle might fly to 
Algiers earlier than his sched- 
uled Feb. 5 visit to size up the 
situation. He was reported con- 
sidering also the possibility. of 
assuring full powers as the Con- 
stitution empowers him to do in 
a time of national emergency. 

Referendum Urged. 

Political quarters said De 
Gaulle had been asked by sev- 
eral influential political sym- 
pathizers to counter the Algiers 
rebels by calling a nation-wide 
referendum in France and in 
Algeria on his self-determination 
plan. 

All indications were such a 
referendum would win wide sup- 
port in France—a lever he might 
use in an argument with the in- 
surgents,

ALGIERS, Jan. 27 (UPI)—Po- 
lice and soldiers opened fire to- 
day on hundreds of Moslems who 
staged a counter-demonstration 
at Mostaganem against French 
settlers rebelling against their 
government's Algerian policies. 


Unofficial reports said six 
persons were injured but none 
was kifled. 

The shooting at Mostaganem, 
a trading center of 60,000 per- 
sons close by the Mediterranean 
between Algiers and Oran, threw 
a dramatic new twist into the 
drama being enacted in Algeria.

This brought the ex- 
planation that controlling inter- 
est in the company was owned 
by Badelon Corp., a family hold- 
ing corporation in which Hoyt 
owned 50.12 per cent of the 
stock. :

makers as humanitarians and 
examples of the free enterprise 
system. Dirksen was particularly 
critical of the committee’s re- 
search to show just how much 
it cost to make pills under dis- 
cussion and what the. retail 
druggist and the consumer had 
to pay for them. 

Kefauver told the subcommit- 
tee today that he had received 
a letter from a Washington 
druggist stating that he had been 
offered prednisolone, used in 
treatment of arthritis, by a repu- 
table firm for 1.9 cents a tablet. 
The cost to the consumer is 29.8 
cents, 

“I think there is something 
wrong,” Kefauver said, ‘“‘when 
a tablet costing 1.9 cents ends 
up costing the consumer 29.8 
cents.” 

He pointed .out that the big 
markup is by the manufacturer 
in most cases rather than the re- 
tail druggist.. :

ing machine company owners 
and rators.”’ 

Prior to this, however, a tip 
that someone in St. Louis 
planned to buy dies for making 
counterfeit state and city ciga- 
rette tax stamps came from 
Sheriff Arvid V. Owsley of Jack- 
son County. 

Owsley and federal agents had 
kept a close watch on a large 
party in a Kansas City hotel 
given by groups of gangsters for 
one of their members who was 
going to be married. The tip 
camé from some of those attend- 
ing the party, it was reported. 

Meanwhile, city and county 
police here kept a close watch 
on Aron’s activities. Teams of 
detectives were sent out daily 
to make Sample purchases of 
cigaréttes in an effort to find 
some with stamps from Imperial 
Industries. More than 200 pur- 
chases were made _ without 
success. 

This led Moran to the conclus- 
ion that Aron had a ‘‘one-man” 


operation and had not yet ac-|. 


tually started to sell the illegally 
stamped cigarettes. 

Having been informed by the 
Denver die maker that a pack- 
age of dies was being mailed to 
Aron, authorities here obtained 
a search warrant for the raid.

| were concealed in a phonograph 
'record cabinet. Police were at- 
tempting to determine if the 
meter is one that was stolen six 
months ago in a Chicago bur- 
glary. 

The machine and the meter 
were manufactured by Pitney- 
Bowes Inc.

Abramson (Dem.) and Council- 
men Russell A. Grantham and 
Thomas C. Dunne, both Demo- 
crats, indicated they felt the 
Bohrer bill must be studied fur- 
ther, however. 

Question of Legality. 

The three Democrats said they 
were particularly concerned 
about the need for further study 
of the legality of certain pro- 
visions of the proposed bill. They 
indicated they would offer 
amendments if, in their opinion, 
they are needed. 

Abramson said he would insist 
that the qualifications of a direc- 
tor of the department be set 
forth in detail. ‘“‘I want to see 
what else we can do to make 
this bill even stronger,” he 
added. 

“The man who holds this posi- 
tion must be extremely well 
qualified, but I still want him to 
be an elected official,”” Abram- 
son said. He added that he 
planned a legal discussion of the 
bill with the county officials to- 
day. 

“The Bohrer bill sounds feasi- 
ble—very much so,” Abramson 
said. ‘However, it is not yet 
in finished form,”’ he added. 

Dunne said he has studied the 
proposed measure and that while 
the basic objective is good he is 
not sure the bill will accomplish 
the desired improvements with- 
out being amended to a consid- 
erable degree. 

He said he is not sure that the 
measure as drawn will properly 
co-ordinate the functions of the 
offices of director, assessor and 
collector. 

‘A Lot of Discussion.’ 

“This bill requires a lot of 
discussion yet before action is 
taken on it,” Dunne said. 

“T basically support a consoli- 
dation of the functions of asses- 
sor and collector and the tax 
extension duties of the county 
clerk,” Grantham said. 

“However, there seem to be 
some questionable items in the 
Bohrer bill which haven’t been 
fully answered and will have to 
be considered,’’ Grantham added. 

He said, as one example, that 
the Bohrer bill provides for ap- 
pointment of a director in Janu- 
ary 1961 before expiration of the 
terms of the present officers. 

“There is a question whether 
we can legally do this,” Grant- 
ham added. «

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER, in response to a question at his 


press conference yesterday about the dispute over intelligence of 
Soviet missile production, said: “What is really happening is 
that we have better estimates than we have in the past in the 


field.”’ 


On the question of using capabilities or intentions, he said: 
“I think we should never talk about an argument between inten- 
tion and capability. Both of these things are, of course, necessary 
when you are making any intelligence estimate.” 


The President was referring to 
statements made by Secretary of 
Defense Thomas S. Gates Jr. be- 
fore the House subcommittee on 
defense appropriations and at a 
subsequent press conference. 
Gates told the subcommittee: 
“Heretofore, we have been giv- 
ing you intelligence figures that 
have dealt with the theoretical 
Soviet capability. This is the 
first time that we have had an 
intelligence estimate that says: 
‘This ig what the Soviet Union 
probably will do.’ ”’ 

This new intelligence estimate, 
he said, “has narrowed the dif- 
ferences” between American 
I.C.B.M. production and that the 
Soviet Union is believed to have. 

“This is a different set of 
rules,”’ he asserted in his press 
conference, ‘‘a new formula.” 

THE IMPLICATION that by 
means of a new formula it be- 
came possible to decrease former 
estimates of Soviet interconti- 
nental missile production was 
deeply disturbing to many. It 
aroused speculation that the new 
set of rules might have been de- 
vised simply to enable the Ad- 
ministration to support its pro- 
gram of I.C.B.M. production. 

Such an implication was de- 
nied by Allen Dulles, director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, 
at a dinner of the Institute of 
Aeronautical Sciences in New 
York City.

Protecting the Consumer 


We would like to provide informa- 
tion on the current controversy con- 
cerning an important consumer- 
assisting program, lamb grading. 

The fate of lamb grading will be 
decided within the next two weeks. 
The Secretary of Agriculture has 
ordered its suspension for a year, 
but postponed enforcement of his 
order while the House Agriculture 
Committee considered the problem. 
The committee resolved unanimous- 
ly that lamb grading continue. Sec- 
retary Benson must now decide 
whether to go ahead with his orig- 
inal suspension order or take the 
committee’s advice. 

The controversy stems from the 
desire of the wool growers and 
some meat packers to do away 
with lamb grading. They charge 
that present grading standards do 
not meet current consumer tastes. 
When industry groups differed on a 
new set of standards, Secretary 
Benson did not institute those stand- 
ards supported by department ex- 
perts and a majority of the indus- 
try, but ordered lamb grading sus- 
pended. This is like amputating a 
finger because of a minor sore. 

Worse yet, the department’s an- 
nouncement of suspension gives no 
other reason than that various in- 
dustry groups could not agree on 
standards. The consumer’s interest 
is not mentioned, and apparently 
was not even considered. Yet, lamb 
grading, and all meat grading, 
helps the housewife determine the 
quality of meat she buys. 

Our union, together with con- 
sumer, labor, farm, some meat 
packing, retail, hotel and restaurant 
groups, has vigorously fought the 
suspension. We do not want to get 
into the arguments about stand- 
ards. We simply urge that a grad- 
ing system which differentiates 
varying. qualities of meat for the 
consumer is absolutely essential. 
The attack. on lamb grading could 
be the beginning of an attack on all 
grading programs.

Cuba’s Castro government speaks for a policy 
which the State Department has been follow- 
ing all along. The constant problem is to de- 
fend valid American interests while avoiding 
intervention. 

Particularly, Mr. Eisenhower said not one 
word about economic reprisals. Congress will 
rewrite the Sugar Act this year and the State 
Department is known to oppose suggestions 
for cuts in Cuban sugar quotas. Even Ameri- 
can sugar growers whose Cuban holdings face 
expropriation have warned of the grave risks 
of economic retaliation. 


It is true that the United States could, if it 
wished, play havoc with Cuba’s economy—but 
the situation is not entirely a one-way street. 
The United States absorbs more than half of 
Cuba’s annual $500,000,000 sugar sales and, 
by paying a bonus price above world prices. 
pumps an extra $120,000,000 into Cuba. But 
the other side of this coin is that in 1958, Cuba 
bought $512,000,000 worth of goods from this 
country. While Cuba is restricting imports, it 
has not used its own powers of retaliation. 

More for humanitarian and political than 
for economic reasons, however, the United 
States should go slow in playing with sugar 
quotas. The first effect of a reduction would 
be felt by thousands of Cuban sugar workers 
who would be thrown out of work. Then 
misery would spread throughout Cuba. The 
Cuban people, who have always been friendly 
toward Americans, and not the Castro govern- 
ment would be the immediate victims of eco- 
nomic retaliation. 

The government would then be in a posi- 
tion to strengthen its anti-American policies, 
to swing further leftward and to seek new eco- 
nomic ties outside the hemisphere. Fide] Cas- 
tro’s anti-Yankee demagoguery would have, 
for the first time, some semblance of evi- 
dence of economic intervention to support it. 

Moreover, Castro retains wide popular sup- 
port because of overdue reforms and prom- 
ises as yet unfulfilled. So far Cubans have 
not fully felt the effect of unrealistic eco- 
nomic policies which have brought on a budget 
deficit, increased unemployment and lack of 
capital for industrial expansion. 


Washington’s policy is well based on an 
effort to retard extremism and to maintain 
the good will of the Cuban people even if, as 
Secretary Herter says, the Cuban government 
“is not anxious to talk with us.” Above all, 
the policy of restraint rather than retaliation 
has a long-range advantage. It will allow 
blame for Cuba’s economic difficulties to fall 
where it belongs, on Castro and not on the 
United States. 


Conaress and the Riverfront 


It is good news that Mayor Tucker was 
favorably received by the House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee which is considering fed- 
eral funds for the national memorial on the 
riverfront. Since Representative Clarence 
Cannon, chairman of the full committee, at- 
tended the meeting and supported the Mayor, 
it is reasonable to hope that Congress will be 
asked to vote more than the utterly inade- 
quate $1,650,000 recommended in President 
Eisenhower’s budget. 

The Mayor pointed out that so small a 
sum would bring all work to a halt at the 
end of fiscal 1961. This would make the 
project much more expensive.in the end, he’ 


added, not only because of possible inflation 
but also because of the wasteful expensé,of | 


an on-again, off-again work schedule. Stich 
inefficiency would be only false “bookkeep- 
ing” economy. 

In any case, the Government made a .bar- 
gain with St. Louis at the outset of the project 
and again more recently when the National 
Park Service set 1964 as the date for comple- 
tion of‘the work. The city has always kept its 
part of that bargain. Its share of the needed 
money is available. It is time for Washington 
to keep its word, and we believe that Congress 
will see to that. 


Ozvmandias to Rameses 


It is sometimes said that the amazing tem- 
ple of Abu Simbel, now facing obliteration 
through erection of the Aswan dam, should be 
counted as one of the Seven Wonders of the 
World. It was carved out of the granite cliffs 
on the Nile in 1500 B.C. by order of one of 
the greatest Pharaohs, Rameses II. 


Abu Simbel stands as evidence of the over- 
whelming conceit of this feared warrior of 
Biblical days. Outside, the biggest statues 
are four 65-foot images of Rameses. Inside 
are eight larger-than-life statues which make 
him the peer of the gods who stand or sit 
with him. Since it would require $30,000,000 
or more to erect a protective moat aréund the 
temple, which is more than it is worth, the 
Egyptians are preserving details of the struc- 
ture in photographs. The massive statues are 
cut in the living rock and cannot be moved. 
Ironically, had Rameses entertained a more 
modest notion of his importance he might 
have installed a few portable statues that 
could be transvorted to museums. 

In 1817 Shelley wrote of a shattered pedestal 
in the desert bearing the inscription, “My 
name is Ozymandias, king of kings; look on 
my works, ye mighty, and despair!” On 
completion of the Aswan dam, a~ mightier 
work than the Pharaohs ever conceived, the 
shrine of Rameses will sink beneath the lone 
and level waters of the Nile, without even a 
trace to inspire a poet. 


Land Reserve in the County 


An important question of public policy is 
raised by the consultants who drafted St. 
Louis county’s proposed land use plan. Should 
outlying farm lands be assessed at a relatively 
low rate to encourage their continued use 
as farms and thereby create a reserve of 
home-building sites for the future? 

Since present zoning in the county permits 
residential subdividing anywhere, farm lands 
are valued for tax purposes as if they were 
urban land. This means assessments that 
are substantially higher than they otherwise 
would be. Higher assessments tend to make 
farming such parcels uneconomic, which in 
turn tends to force the farmer into the hands 


of the speculative subdivider; The question - 


is: Should this be prevented? 
We think so. Existing policy in this field 


is made by Assessor Kennedy insofar as he 


has leeway under. the law. His policy has 
forced up valuations on county farms, and 
perhaps he has no other choice. But this is 
a vital matter in which the Council, as the 
county’s official policy-making body, also 


ee al 


ought to be concerned. If the county is to 

an adequate reserve of land for new 
homes 20 years from now, farmers ought to 
be encouraged to retain their ground. If the 
Council has no power to change Mr. Kennedy's 
approach it should investigate other means 
of altering it, possibly through legislative en- 
actments. 


The Story of Thorazine 

As unfolded before a Senate investigating 
subcommittee, the story of a drug used to 
combat mental illness is one of profits run- 
ning into the millions, reaped at the expense 
of tax-supported hospitals and the mentally 


ill, many of them persons of scant resources. — 
Drug houses have used as their most fre- 


quent justification for high prices the sums 
they spent on research. Smith, Kline & 
French, of Philadelphia, the company that 
profited from thorazine, spent nothing to 
develop it. It was discovered in France by 
French scientists in research financed by 
Rhone-Poulene of Paris. | 
Chlorpromazine, which is its generic name, 
was licensed by Rhone-Poulenc to Smith, 
Kline & French for the United States market. 
The drug sells in France for 77 cents a 50- 
tablet bottle. Smith, Kline & French gave it 
the trade name thorazine and sold it to drug- 


gists at $3 a bottle for resale to the consumer | 


at $5. 

Thorazine has been on the market since 
1954 but despite its enormous sales its price 
has remained unchanged. It now accounts 
for 30 per cent of the company’s $125,000,- 
000 a year in sales. The company’s other 
drug products also have been extremely 
profitable, as the figures show. The con- 
gressional investigation brought out that an 
investment of $9900 in 225 shares in 1948 
would by now have paid $20.000 in dividends 
and would have grown to 4950 shares worth 
$244,000. 

Is it credible, as Walter A. Munns, presi- 
dent of Smith, Kline & French, declares, that 
the company could not have reduced prices 
enough to make any difference? S. K. & F.’s 
rate of return on its net worth after taxes 
was 35 per cent last year—three times the 
10.1 per cent average of all manufacturers 
in the United States; in the past seven years 
its earnings have run as high as 49 per cent 
of net worth and altogether total 24% times 
its net worth. 

Nor is this an isolated case in the pharma- 
ceutical manufacturing business. Ten-year 
average return on net worth has been 16.2 per 
cent for Pfizer, 19.5 for Parke, Davis and 
24.4 for Schering. So attractive have drug 
industry stocks become that investors usually 
unwilling to pay a price more than 13 to 15 
times earnings have been paying 20 and 25 
times earnings. 

Revelations such as this cannot help but 
bring disillusion and indignation to consum- 
ers who need the drugs. The drug industry 
might profitably ponder this, and weigh it 
ageinst the view of Mr. Munns that what has 
been going on is “the mark of a successful 
company.” 


Weakness Need Not Win

There always has been more opposition to 
such reform legislation in the House than in 
the Senate. Yet even though history has re- 
peated itself in the past, it need not be as- 
sumed that it will repeat itself again. Many 
intelligent members ‘of the House know how 
necessary this legislation is. They also know 
what an affront to the citizens and what a re- 
flection on congressional honor its repudia- 
tion would be. 

Such men will battle for its adoption. They 
may be in for a fairly stiff fight. But all the 
good arguments are on their side. Few oppo- 
nents will openly declare the true reasons for 
their position. They are more likely to re 
sort to parliamentary delays and obstructions 
than to forthright debate. In this they reveal 
their real weakness. And there is no point in 
conceding victory to weakness. 


Mr. Symington’s Bedfellows 

Senator Symington is collecting a strange 
and wonderful assortment of supporters in‘his 
undeclared bid for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. He has been seeking the 
backing of former President Truman for some 
time, and at the Democratic fund-raising din- 
ner in Washington Saturday night he was 
highly laudatory of Mr. Truman. The former 
President stressed at the same dinner that he 
was not committed to any candidate, but he 
is generally considered to. be in Senator Sym- 
ington’s corner. 

Mr. Symington doubtless considers Mr. Tru+ 
man his best hope for the nomination, but 
this contains a paradox or two. Mr. Truman 
is to this day a controversial political figure 
and Mr. Symington’s tactics have been to 
avoid controversy on the chance that he might 
emerge as a compromise candidate. Further- 
more, Mr. Truman’s support is of doubtful 
value. He has long since lost the reins of 


’ power in the party, though he remains a per- 


sonally popular figure. This was demon- 
strated at the 1956 convention when he failed 
dismally in his effort to get the nomination 
for Averell Harriman. 

The probability that Mr. Truman will in- 
dorse his fellow Missourian is indicated in the

Western thinking of this. problem, 
it seems to me, has been distorted by 
the assumption that the potential ene- 
my must be the Soviet Union, a power 
with formidable defenses and a large 
nuclear striking force of its own. 
A country that wants atomic weapons 
to bully an enemy with poor defenses 
and no atomic weapons of its own 
does not need such a large striking 
force. 

It may be satisfied with a few kilo- 
ton bombs and a primitive delivery 
system; two nominal atomic bombs 
exploded in the holds of large vessels 
in the harbors of Haifa and Tel Aviv 
could destroy Israel as a state. Many 
countries in the world have local ene- 
mies against whom they would be fully 
prepared to use force if they felt con- 
fident of obtaining victory at a reason- 
able cost. 

Once their industrial reactors begin 
to produce plutonium of weapons 
grade, every country in a given politi- 
cal complex will feel it vitally imno- 
tant to start making nuclear weanc 
for itself, lest its enemy beat it: to ‘ 
draw. 

A world of thermonuclear po 
would be definitely more unstable ‘ 
any mankind has yet known. 

Unless a start is made in the 
few years, the practical possibility 
halting the spread of nuclear wee” 
among the nations will soon beco 
a hundred times more difficult, or evc 
disappear for good.

THE CASE FOR BASIC EDUCATION, 
James D. Koerner, Ed.

For the new way of reading 
intelligence estimates enables the 
Administration to paint a much 
more optimistic picture of the 
Soviet military threat. In turn 
this enables it better to defend 
its policy of emphasizing con- 
sumer desires in the economy 
and of giving a balanced budget 
priority over other needs includ- 
ing defense. 

What Gates did last week in 
fact was to unveil a principal 
foundation stone of the Adminis- 
tration’s peace and prosperity 
campaign. He has put himself in 
the middle of a hard-fought pres- 
idential campaign and he is not 
going to be allowed to forget it. 

In the wings of the 1960 strug- 
gle stand the Russians and the 
Red Chinese.

What- 
ever American experts may 
think they know about the men 
in the Kremlin, they are in the 
dark about Peiping. 

And the obvious dislike of Rus- 
sian spokesmen for all those 
they suspect of wanting a harder 
policy toward Moscow is a kind 
of time bomb in the 1960 pres- 
idential picture.

He spoke at the twelfth annual 
college-industry conference spon- 
sored by the American Society 
of Engineering Education at the 
Washington University School of 
Engineering. The two-day meet- 
ing will end tomorrow. 

Discussing ‘‘The Responsibility 
of ‘the University to the Young 
Engineer in Industry,” Branahl 
said the rate of change of engi- 
neering fundamentals is slow 
enough so that there is no great 
problem in keeping the courses 
up to date. 

If the undergraduate engineer- 
ing student is foresighted, 
Branahl declared, he will realize 
that in the rapidly changing 
technological field he should 
prepare himself for the future 
by taking courses that still will 
be applicable later. 

He also should build a frame- 
work of fundamental knowledge 
and thought processes which will 
enable him to absorb new tech- 
nologies rapidly, Branahl said. 

Engineering professors could 
accept summer employment in 
the industry as a method by 
which universities could keep 
informed on what technological 
advances should be presented in 
graduate school, Branahl point- 
ed out. He also suggested more 
industry-university conferences. 

Branahl added that the gradu- 
ate teaching skill should be im- 
proved in schools of engineering 
and the graduate curricula should 
include some introduction to ‘“‘to- 
morrow’s technology.” It also 
should be made practical, he 
said, for an engineer to get an 
advanced degree while working 
in industry. 

W. R. Persons, president of 
the Emerson Electric Manufac- 
turing Co., said the engineering 
industry is so busy painting “a 
rose-colored future”’ for the engi- 
neer that it forgets to put the 
challenges of 1960 and 1970 be-

There are hundreds of “Tip 
Up Towns” in Michigan, Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin. The an- 
nual fishing derby held at 
White Bear lake near St. Paul 
will list as many as 5000 
anglers on the ice at one time. 
The name “Tip Up” is, of 
course, derived from the 
method of fishing. A rig is 
assembled that tips up a red 
flag when a fish takes the bait 
and this signal permits the 
angler to tend many sets, 
thereby increasing the fish- 
ing excitement and opportuni- 
ties. In many localities, how- 
ever, the equipment is a multi- 
tined spear and the targets 
are large sturgeon that often 
weigh as much as 100 pounds 
each. Many of these fishes 
are speared at Lake Winne- 
bago in Wisconsin. 

Fishing shanties have gone 
modern. Some of them are 
small, box-like huts covered 
with tarpaper, but many could 
be called almost pretentious. 
Some contain bunk beds, book- 
shelves and bars. A television 
set and radio are installed in 
some of the more elaborate 
ones, and portable gas stoves 
keep the anglers warm. 

The catch is varied. Blue- 
gills and yellow perch are the 
predominant species. But 
many walleyes, northern pike 
and pickerel are taken by the 
tip-up anglers,,and hefty lake 
trout are often caught in the 
Canadian provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec. 


Winter in Ozarks 


In the Mid-west it is a rare 
occasion for the ice to be of 
sufficient thickness and 
strength to permit this type 
of angling, and shanty fish- 
ing is unheard of.-This writer 
recalls a few winters ago 
when Lake Wappapello was 
frozen over to the extent that 
is was safe to venture out on 
the ice, and many fisherman 
took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. Holes were cut in the 
ice and shiners were used for 
bait. The lines were let down 
some 15 feet and limits of 
crappie were taken by the 
winter fishermen. 

In the spring-fed Ozark 
streams most species of game 
fish go into semi-hibernation 
during extreme cold winter 
weather. Jack salmon (wall- 
eyes) and crappie, however, 
do not. They will migrate to 
the deeper holes but a choice 
live minnow or a deep-running 
plug will entice them to strike, 
and good catches can be made 
regardless of the weather. In 
the large man-made lakes, 
such as Bull Shoals and Nor- 
fork, hefty black bass are taken 
by fishermen who are willing 
to brave the chilling blasts of 
winter. 

Sportswear manufact urers 
have taken the bite out of 
winter fishing and it is now 
possible 
even when the thermometer is 
near the zero mark. Insulated 
underwear will ward off the 
chill, and thermal boots keep 
the feet warm. Handwarmers 
hold heat for hours at a time, 
and headgear of modern ma- 
terials are cold-resistant. 

In the northern states it is 
said that deep-freeze anglers 
catch mor fish per hour than 
most summer fishermen. Years 
ago it was Customary in the 
midwest to lay the rod aside in 
November and let it rest until 
eerly March. But in recent 
years winter fishing has in- 
creased in popularity. Many 
resorts now are open the year 
around and in some areas 
there are heated docks for the 
anglers. 

Because of our normally 
temperate winters, Missouri 
anglers seldom have an oppor: 
tunity to fish from the ice. 
But there is nq reason for

SYSTEMS URGED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Spokesmen for both private and 
¢€ommercial aviation told a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee yester- 
day that expanded air traffic 
control aids should be installed | 
at airports around the nation. | 

Officials of the Aircraft Owners | 
and Pilots Association — repre- | 
senting the privately operated 
aircraft fleet—told the commit- | 
tee, however, it would be folly 
to impose he same broad stand- 
ards on private planes and their 
pilots as apply to the airlines. | 

Joseph B. Hartranft Jr., presi- | 
dent of the association, said only | 
15 per cent of the private pilots | 
of these planes have instrument | 
ratings. He contended that it, 
would needlessly overburden the | 
Federal Aviation Agency’s al- 
ready overtaxed air traffic con- 
tro] personnel if more stringent | 
regulations were imposed on 
these planes and pilots. Mention- 
ing recommendations that all 
aircraft be equipped with certain 
minimum electronic equipment, 
Hartranft said: 

“Crop dusting and spraying is 
a very significant operation in 
many of our agricultural states. 
Can you imagine any earthly 
reason for applying this standard 
to crop-dusting operation when 
most of the aircraft, for safety 
reasons, do not even have radio 
equipment on board?” 

Compliments Agency, 

Hartranft commended the work 
the FAA is doing in air traffic 
control. He observed that in the 
final stages of guiding a plane | 
to safe landings in zero weather | 
conditions, successful operations | 
depend greatly on judgment of | 
skilled personnel. | 

Referring to a new FAA traf.- | 
fic pattern proposal for Los An- | 
geles, the association’s vice pres- | 
ident, Victor Kayne, said: ‘The 
proposed patterns, in our opin- | 
ion, would introduce traffic con- 
flictions and derogate safety. | 

“Further,” he said, ‘“‘we in- | 
formed the FAA that a patch- | 
work approach to this problem | 
by issuing separate rules for, 
every major airport in the | 
country would soon have the in- | 
dustry buried under such a wel- | 
ter of individual rules that no 
pilot would know whether he was | 
legal or not. 

‘We recommend that basic 
rules should apply uniformly | 
throughout the country and that | 
any special restrictions neces- | 
sary for jet aircraft should be | 
promulgated as applying only to | 
those aircraft.” 

Jet Problems Cited. 

William B. Becker, director of | 
Operations and engineering for 
the Air Transport Association of 
America—which is composed of 
most airlines—also stressed the 
increasing burden imposed on 
the FAA’s air traffic control 
personnel. 

The jet age, bringing aircraft 
into the area of a busy airport 
at such speeds as to make visual 
warning inadequate in many 
cases, makes installation of more 
and better control equipment 
imperative, he said. 

Representative James G. 
O’Hara (Dem.), Michigan, asked 
the House Commerce Committee 
to hold hearings soon on his bill 
to require a pre-flight bomb 
search of all airplane luggage 
and cargo. 

O’Hara introduced the bill last 
week amid speculation that two 
recent plane crashes which 
killed 76 persons had _ been 
caused by bombs carried aboard 
the planes.

TWO ATLAS MISSILES 
FRED SUCCESSFULL 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., Jan. 
27 (AP)—The United States has 
demonstrated the power and ac- 
curacy of its biggest military 
rocket, the Atlas, with two suc- 


cessful launchings yesterday 
from opposite ends of the 
country. 


The launchings were part of 
a heavy American missile sched- 
ule which also included the suc- 
cessful firings of a Redstone bal- 
listic’ missile at White Sands, N. 
M., and a Javelin test rocket 
from Wallop’s island, Va. 

An Atlas launched at Cape Ca- 
naveral last night carried an ex- 
perimental nose cone to a target 
off the South Atlantic island of 
Ascension, 5000 miles away. A 
few hours earlier, Strategic Air 
Command troops fired another | 
Atlas into the Pacific from Van- | 
denberg Air Force Base, Calif. | 

The Air Force announced both |

shots were completely success- 
ful. They were the sixteenth and 
successes | 
for the big missile in a string ex- | 
tending back to last July. | 

The 15 previous missiles land- | 
ed on the average within two | 
miles of their targets. The Air | 
Force lists the maximum range | 
of the missile of 6300 miles. But | 
Defense Secretary Thomas S. | 
Gates Jr. told the House Space | 
Committee Monday he thinks it 
can reach 8500 miles. 

The nose cone carried by the | 
Cape Canaveral Atlas was de- 
signed for heavier payloads, fast- 
er re-entry and greater accuracy 
than the blunt cone now used on 
operational Atlases. 

The Redstone was launched by | 
United States troops who man 
the 250-mile-range weapon in Eu- 
rope. The shot was the first in 
a series involving an improved 
Redstone. 

The Javelin sped more than 
600 miles into the sky in another 
test of a rocket engine which will 
be used in space missions.

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INDONESIA REJECTS 
TALKS WITH PEIPING 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, Jan. 27 
(AP)—Foreign Minister Suban- 
drio today rejected a Red Chi- 
nese proposal for talks on the 
problem of Chinese residents in 
Indonesia. 

“The Indonesian government 
has no reason to conduct nego- 
tiations with the government of 
the Chinese People’s Republic on 
rights and interests of overseas 
Chinese,” Subandrio said in a 
note to Peiping’s Foreign Min- 
ister Chen Yi. He was replying 
to a Chinese note dated Dec. 24. 

Subandrio charged that Chi- 
nese merchants here were “‘reck- 
lessly hoarding goods at any 
price” creating economic diffi- 
culties for Indonesians. If this 
did not stop, he said, the Indo- 
nesian government would have 
to delay the return of Chinese 
to the Chinese mainland. 

These activities, he added, did 


not create an atmosphere of , 


good will. 

Meanwhile, Red China an- 
nounced a formal demand upon 
Indonesia for ‘“‘the immediate 
ending of the forcible evacuation 
of overseas Chinese and other 
acts of persecution.” 

The demand, presented to Su- 
bandrio in Jakarta by Chinese 
Ambassador Huang Chen, in ef- 
fect insisted that Indonesia stop 
the removal of Chinese business 
men from rural areas. 

The official Pieping Peoples 
Daily said that this demand was 
one of several ‘‘to insure smooth 
implementation” of the new Chi- 
nese-Indonesian treaty on dual 
nationality. The treaty permits 
the 3,000,000 Chinese in Indone- 
sia to choose between Indonesian 
and Chinese citizenship. It did 
not say when the demand was 
delivered. 

Indonesia has barred Chinese 
merchants from rural areas 
where they virtually monopolize 
trade and has been moving them 
into camps. 

The Peiping paper said the 
Ambassador also demands that 
the Indonesian government give 
the Chinese ‘‘a certain period 
of time” to make their ,nation- 
ality choice, and “prepare for 
either evacuation or return to 
China.”’ 

The ambassador advised Su- 
bandrio that China will send | 
ships to Indonesia this month to 
take aboard Chinese who wish 
to leave.

Manion, a former dean of the 
Notre Dame University Law 
School, was here to address 
a meeting of the St. Louis Associ- 
ation of Purchasing Agents at the 
Chase Hotel. He is now a mem- 
ber of a law firm in South Bend, 
Ind., and conducts the Manion 
Forum, a-national public affairs 
radio program. 

“Individual liberty is limited 
in direct ratio to the size and 
power of government,”’ Manion 
declared in the interview. 

He said the constitution of the 
Federal Government and the 
individual states were intended 
to hold government in check to 
protect human freedom. 

“Government is similar to 
fire,’ Manion asserted. ‘‘A little 
of it is necessary, but when it 
spreads and gets out of control, 
it becomes dangerous.” 

He noted that the number of 
civilian employes in the Federal 
Government has increased 300 
per cent since 1930, compared 
with a 45 per cent increase in the 
general population. 

“Interest on the 290-billion-dol- 
lar national debt now costs the 
taxpayers nearly nine and a half 
billion dollars a year,’’ he ob- 
served, ‘That is more money 
than the Federal Government 
spent for all purposes in 1939.” 


Manion called for restoring the 
powers of the states, including 
the power to “‘tax exclusively 
those’ items which are under 
state control.”

Bo- 
gisch said teh amnesty procla- 
mation, excluded 14 classes of 
Southerners, and Lee was among 
them.

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CITY'S PARKING 
METER FUNDS

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27— 
The appeal by the City of St. | 
Louis from a circuit court ruling 
that it could not use parking me- 
ter receipts for traffic regula- 
tion, general revenue or off- 
street parking facilities was 
taken under advisement today 
by the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Robert D. Evans, attorney for 
the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
which instituted the action, con- 
tended the fees from. parking 
meters should bear some reason-, 
able relationship to the actual 
cost of maintaining and operat- 
ing the meters themselves. 

Evans insisted the state park- 
ing meter statute authorized the 
collection of fees only for the 
regulation of parking. The func- 
tion he said is a regulatory and 
not a revenue-raising function. 

“Whole an occasional surplus 
might be used for the general 
purpose of traffic regulation, the 
systematic exaction of excessive 
amounts is unlawful,” he told 
Division Two of the court. 

Associate City Counselor John 
J. Shanahan said Circuit Judge 
Franklin Reagan of St. Louis 
erred in holding that parking 
meter receipts could not be used 
for construction of off-street 
parking facilities or for general 
revenue purposes. He also con- 
tended the receipts should be 
available for the city’s broad 
traffic control program, 

The Board of Tidermen has 
on occasions dipped heavily into 
the parking meter fund for gen- 
eral revenue purposes. Installa- 
tion of traffic control devices 
has been sharply curtailed by 
the decision blocking use of 
parking meter revenue. 


INSPECTION AFTER 
DISARMAMENT IS 
KHRUSHCHEV VIEW 


PARIS, Jan. 27 (AP)—Soviet 
Premer Khrushchev was quoted 
yesterday as sayng that Russa 
has no objecton to strict inspec- 
tion for disarmament .but that 
agreement must be reached first 
on the steps in the disarming 
procedure. 

Khrushchev’s views were pre- 
sented by the magazine Horizons 
i nan interview by Pierre Cot, 
former Communist-line French 
deputy. 

“We cannot agree with those 
who insist on the introduction of 
inspection without having pro- 
posed anything at the same time 
on disarmament measures,” 
Khrushchev said. “Inspection is 
not an end in itself, but a means 
of verifying the execution of 
agreements taken by the states 
on disarmament. 

‘“‘We have no. intention of at- 
tacking anyone. Neither do we 
have any ‘need for military infor- 
mation. But we do not want any- 
one looking for military informa- 
tion in our country under the 
pretext of inspection.” 

The Soviet Premier has ex- 
pressed similar views previously. 


JAPAN'S SHIPBUILDING LEAD 


LONDON, Jan. 27 (AP)—Japan 
retained its position as the 
world’s foremost shipbuilding na- 
tion in 1959, launching vessels 
with a gross tonnage of 1,715, 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipbuilding 
reported last night. 

Britain and Northern Ireland 
moved into second place, dis- 
placing West Germany which fol- 
lowed Japan in 1958. British 
builders launched ships with a 
total tonnage of 1,365,000. The 
West German total as 1,202,000.

FULBRIGHT ASSAILS

“You weren’t in any of (the 
posts) long enough to really get 
your feed on the ground,” Ful- 
bright told Kohler. 

Tyler Thompson, chosen for 
ambassador to Iceland, said he 
had served mainly in five areas 
in his more than 28 years in the 
department and G. Frederick 
Reinhardt, named ambassador 
to the United Arab Republic, 
said he had held at least 15 as- 
signments in 23 years. 


URGES LOWERING OF DUTIES 
ON EDUCATIONAL MATERIAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (UPI) 
—The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee was urged yester- 
day to recommend ratification 
of a United Nations agreement 
for world-wide lowering of cus- 
toms duties on scientific and ed- 
ucational material. 

Acting Assistant Secretary of 
State W. T. M. Beale Jr. told 
the committee that United 
States ratification would ‘‘dem- 
onstrate to the world United 
States support for international 
collaboration and for the prin- 
ciple of free flow of informa- 
tion and ideas.” 

The agreement, drafted in the 
U.N. Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization in 1950, 
was signed by United States 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
last year.

WHITE IN NEGRO’S KILLING 


CORINTH, Miss., Jan. 27 
(UPI)—A 16-year-old white boy 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison yesterday for the Hallow- 
een night killing of a Negro boy. 

Judge Raymond T. Jarvis sus- 
pended the last four years of 
the sentence for Darnell Glide- 
well “‘pending good behavior.” 
The grand jury which indicted 
the boy on a charge of man- 
slaughter had recommended 
leniency. 

Glidewell praded guilty. He 
fired a shotgun at William Roy 
Prather, 15, as Prather and an- 
other Negro boy were walking 
home from a Halloween party. 
Glidewell was with a group of 
seven other white youths rid- 
ing around town in a pickup 
truck.

Now 
I will read it again. This also applies to Carl Sandburg’s six- 
volume biography of Abraham Lincoln—to my way of thinking, 
the most beautiful writing in the English language. 


If I could have but one book, it would be LeComte de 
Nuoy’s “Human Destiny.” “The Second World War,” by 
Winston Churchill, is also fine reading, The Holy Bible is 
good in the very quiet hours. In the field of religion, I would 
‘rank Edersheim’s ‘“‘The Life and Times of Jesus the Messiah’’ 
‘and Butler’s “‘Lives of the Saints” and ‘The Last Hours of 
Jesus,”” by Ralph Gorman, near the top. 


I like biographies because I’m nosy. Among the ones 
which gave me the richest hours are: “The Notebooks of 
Leonardo da Vinci’; “Der Fuehrer,” By Konrad Heiden; 
“‘Napoleon,”” by Emil Ludwig; “Admiral of the Ocean Sea,” 
by Samuel E. Morison; “‘Never Let Weather Interfere,” by 
Messmore Kendall; *‘A. Woollcott,’’ by Samuel Hopkins Adams; 
“King of Paris,’’ by Guy Endore. 


The best hours, for me, lie between midnight and 
2 a.m.

EACH ARTICLE thié week is 
abbut takéout doubles, As we 
have seen, a jump response to 


West opens the bidding with 
one club, and North doubles for 
a takeout. East naturally passes, 
and South counts his hand: 5 
points in spades, 2 in diamonds 
and 3 for the singleton in hearts. 
Since a jump fesporse shows 9 
to 11 points, South can afford to 
jump to two spades. 

There’s no problem about 
counting points for high cards. 
You count 4 for each ace, 3 for 
each king, 2 for each queen and 
1 for each jack. 

Counting your short suits is 
equally easy if you remember a 
few little wrinkles. When you 
put down a dummy with four 
trumps for your. partner, you 
may count 1 point for a double- 
ton, 3 for a singleton, and 5 for 
a void suit. 

Now let’s get back to North, 
after South jumps to two spades. 
North counts 14 points for high 
cards and 1 point for the double- 
ton. The total of 15 points is 2 
points more than a minimum 
so North can afford to accept 
the invitation. 

To put it another way, North 
adds his own 15 points to the 
points shown by the jump. The 
combined total is 24 to 26 points. 
You need about 25 or 26 points

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. 

THE NAVY, eager to demon- 
strate its devotion to economy, 
has found a practical use for 
its mascot—the goat. 

Cmdr. William Reese, public 
works officer at the Naval Ord- 
nance Laboratory, hit upon a 
scheme to put the goat’s rave- 
nous appetite to work for Uncle 
Sam. 

The Ordnance Works happens 
to be located on 870 wooded 
acres at White Oak, Md. If the 
woods should ever catch fire, 
the ammunition stored on these 
acres would light up like Gua- 
dalcanal on D-day. 

Reese’s job is to clear out the 
combustible underbrush, a job 
that costs $400 an acre at the 
going rate for workmen and 
machines. ' 

-Brooding over President Eis- 
enhower’s latest economy edict 
last summer, Reese got the 
bright idea that goats ought to 
be able to eat through under- 
brush cheaper than work crews 
could chop it out. He carefully 
calculated that two dozen goats, 
eating at the rate of 1.4 acres 
of underbrush apiece, could 
chew their way through 34 acres 
in a year. 

He assembled a mass of sta- 
tistics to prove that goat herds 
would be less expensive than 
work crews. His skeptical supe- 
riors grudgingly authorized the 
purchase of 24 goats. 

It turned out that the goats 
needed sleeping quarters, so a 
shelter was erected for a slight 
increase in the capital invest- 
ment. 

The goats also were unac- 
customed to Navy discipline. 


Instead of feasting on the rug- 
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Goats at the Navel. Ordnance Leboratery at White Oak Md., busily clearing out u 


ged underbrush, they dined up- 
on the delicacies in the em- 
ployes’ vegetable gardens. 

Three goats also took a liking 
to fritos and followed a group 
of teen-age girls home from a 
picnic. Cmdr. Reese was sum- 
moned to the rescue. There was 
some dispute over whether he 
was supposed to rescue the girls 
or the goats. 

He succeeded in wrestling one 
goat into his panel truck. When 
he struck out after the other 
two, however, they thought he 
wanted to play tag. Then the 
goat in the truck sprang free to 
join the frolic. 

A heavily panting Reese finally 
called out the Navy guard force 
which chased goats by jeep and 
by foot until dark. But they 
couldn’t lay a hand on the fleet- 
footed critters. 

In desperation, Reese dug 
deeper into the taxpayers’ pock- 
ets for enough extra cash to hire 
a goatkeeper. 

When he made the original 
deal, the commander shrewdly 
purchased all nanny goats on the 
theory they would be sweet and 
docile. Reese also demanded a 
veterinarian’s certificate that 
none of the nanny goats was 
pregnant, since he didn’t want 
to start the Navy in the goat- 
raising business. But, unaccount- 
ably, four nannies gave birth to 
kids. 

By this time, Reese had totaled 
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Martha Carr's Seats at Work for the Navy 


nder- 
up all the costs and had divided 
it by the amount of underbrush 
the goats had digested. He re- 
ported triumphantly that his goat 
herd had chomped up underbrush 


at a cost to the taxpayers of only 
$140 an acre. 


He decided it might not be a 
bad idea after all to raise more 
goats. Upon the advice of the 
Agriculture Department, he sent 
the nannies out to be bred. His 
goal now is to produce a herd 
of 70 goats which, by his calcu- 
lations, should be able eventually 
to consume underbrush for a 
mere $50 an acre. 


“It is readily seen,” he re- 
ported to his superiors, “‘that on 
paper the trial looks extremely 
promising. 

“But,”” he added ruefully, ‘‘it 
is recognized that in actuality 
there are many variables.” 


One variable he has in mind 
is an Agriculture Department 
warning that budding laurel 
bushes cause indigestion even for 
goats. The woods at White Oak 
will be full of laurel in the 
spring. 

Cmdr. Reese is wondering un- 
easily whether he may yet end 
up as the scapegoat.

THOUSANDS of facts have 
been learned about furry ani- 
mals of prehistoric times. We 
know that some of them were 
larger than present-day animals 
of the same types, but others 
were smaller. 


The earliest elephants seem 
to have been much smaller 
than those of modern times. 
Later members of the tribe, 
especially Imperial elephants, 
were larger. 


Among the other prehistoric 
elephants were mammoths. 
Some of them were equal in size 
to African elephants, but others 
were smaller. They had huge 
teeth and heavy coats of hair. 


We think of elephants of today 
as being without hair, but a 
close study shows that they have 
bristles, at least. African ele- 
phants have many more bristles 
than those of India. 


Another big beast, the rhino, 
is almost completely free of 
hair. His large and clumsy build 
suggests that he is out of date. 

Rhinos carry on their old-time 
wild life in several parts of 
Africa, If you want to study 
them in their native home, per- 
haps you should use an armored 
truck. They have been known to

An African rhino has a big 
head, armed with two horns. 
The longer horn, sometimes well 
over two feet in length, is in 
front. The other horn, just be- 
hind, often has a length of eight 
or 10 inches. 


The head of a rhino may be 
more than three feet long. This 
huge, lumbering animal re- 
minds us of Three Horns, a 
gigantic dinosaur of long ago. 


Three Horns had an even 
larger head, but the skull came 
close to being solid bone; there 
was little space for brains. The 
rhino has a little larger brain 
than old Three Horns.
